The N.C. Daily News gives the following 
, « disoster :—Naws was recaived 
on the night of the 25th Detumber by wire frota 
Chinkinng that the “China Navigatiot Co.'s 
steamer Shaughat bas been totally destroyed by 
fl Sha left Shanghai on the 4th Deound.r 
for’ Haukew. ‘Since thon the sténmer Tuitvo 
has urtived in Shanghni. with the sevond offleer, 
third snyinoer and 30 Chinexe passengers of the 
Shanyhai,uid we are able to give particulars ‘of 
ove of the'most appalling shipping eatastrephes 
that bave ever liuppeaed in Chinese waters. 

The Shanghai left Shanghai on. Weduesday 
the 24th December, at Sa.m , ond reachod Chink- 
iang vithor late the same night orenrly on /Phurs- 
| day morning, the 25th. She left Chinkiang at 4 
am. with over 400 Chinese and ono forcign 
passenger, Mr, Kniffer, on board.
